City Officials May or May Not 
Act Concerning Recent 
Appointment 








Considerable interest is being 
shown by the general public in the 
city councilmen’s next move 
—it any—concerning their hurried 
appointment of a successor to the 
late Judge D. J. Burlingame. 

The wave of protest following 
last Friday’g action in filling the 
recent vacancy has resulted in the 
ceuncilmen holding informal con- 
ferences. 

The next regular council meet- 
ing is next Thursday. As far as 
could be learned today the coun- 
cilmen have made no plans for a 
special meeting. 

In the meantime, Judge Mildred 
R. Puckett is presiding in the 
court and is acquainting herselr 
with court procedure and the de- 
tails in administering the cases 
that are daily on the court docket. 
She has _ received ‘compliments 
of many local people as well as 
from many local people as well as 
ances throughout the southland on 
her appointment. 

Since her appointment did 
not receive the unanimous ap- 
proval of all the councilmen, more 
than cedinary interest is being 
shown by the public in the coun- 
cil’s future actions. 

In “off the reccrd” remarks, 
several councilmen have indicated 
their intention to give the general 
city governmental set up close 
scrutiny. 

Petitions asking the council to 
rescind their action of last Fri- 
day were placed in circulation 
Tuesday. Soon after the docu- 
ments were issued, however, they 
were recalled. 

Mre. Puckett was given a pro- 
pationary appointment for six 
months. Many persons complain- 
ing to the councilmen have point- 
ed out that thelr objections are 
based not so much on their choite 
ag on the speed with which they 
filled the vacancy.

City Hall Affairs 

Old-timers who have been observing loeal civie affairs can 
remember no other time when so many people were discuss- 
ing the actions of the Upland city council, local political in- 
fluences and city hall affairs, as they are doing today. 

This interest should be maintained on a constructive basis 
and not allowed to wane. While the interest has been more 
or less suddenly developed by recent events, a wholesome 
spirit should be maintained by the citizenry. 

And perhaps the time has come for a thorough, unbiased 
searching into the affairs of the city government. 

We have great confidence in the city councilmen and be- 
lieve the public as a whole supports them. While holding 
places of honor bestowed by the people, yet theirs is a trying 
position. Of necessity they must place considerable respon- 
sibility upon their appointive officers and city employes. Us- 
ually, they follow quite closely the recommendations of the 
department heads. 

When emergencies arise, such as the appointment of a 
eity judge, the councilmen are naturally subjeet to influ- 
ences and are more or less open to suggestions from their 
trusted employes. The importance of an immediate fillang 
of the recent vacancy was impressed upon them. They were 
given to understand that pressing court cases should be set- 
tled. And so they acted, : 

The councilmen cannot be excused entirely for acting so 
hastily. They acted after the names of only three candidates 
had been presented by themselves. It is a fact, however, 
that at least two persons verbally applied for the position 
through the city clerk, yet their names were never presented. 

This and other incidents concerning last Friday’s special 
meeting have since been learned by the councilmen. 

Decentralization of authority in the city hall is a matter 
that many people would like to have the eouncil take under 


ecnsideration. Very closely allied are the police depart- 
ment, license collection department, fire department, city 
elerk’s office and the judicial department. 

Another matter that should be given immediate attention 
is the city licensing ordinance, 
» Private individuals as well as businessmen are repeated- 
ly complaining about the city licenses and the amount of the 
fees. While the law must be administered fairly and equit- 
ably, just consideration and good judgment must prevail. It 
is up to the council to consider adjustment in the license rates. 

As taxpayers, we expect the couneilmen to establish the 
all depart- 
ments, to right any wrongs, to see that the municipal em- 
ployes give the best in friendly, courteous and efficient ser- 
vice at a fair wage. We expect the councilmen to be open- 
minded, independent in their thinking and 
their action. 

As taxpayers, we expect the department heads to always 
be efficient in their work, dependable in their actions, trust- 
worthy in their advice and recommendations, and unselfish 
in their devotion to the best interests of the community.
